THE SALVATION ARMY AND'tHE WAR 

What a writer in the Lonaon "inhere" says 



THE VVorfc of The Salvation Army durin, 
the presrnt crisis has b™n a great and 
noble one. At the very outset of hosiili. 
ties arrangements were made for the 
.erection, of huts and marquees in army 
centres where the spiritual and physitai needs of 
Salvationists and their friends with the colours 
could be satisfied. That this worlc is in itielf 
of great importance is evident from the fact that 
sottic 40,000 of The Anny's Soldiers and Adher- 
ents have joined the forces— tljis without any 
pressure from General Booth or his OiKcers In 
addition to these a great nuitibtr of men from 
The Army's Social Institutions at Spa Road and 
Hadleigb have, also volunteered for service. 

At many of the^^eat railway terminals, where 
soldiers home on leave are constantly arriving 
or departing. The Salvation- Arm/s station patrol 
keeps careful watch. When necessary refresh- 
mcnts and a night's lodglnB are provided hr 
Delated stragglers. 

At the present moment there are at the front 
eleveii Ambulance Cars and a transport ivagon 
provided from money supplied by mcilnhcrs of 
Ihc iaivation Army. These cars arc worlecd 
in conjunction with the British Red Cross So- 
ciety, in addition, another unit of /ivc cars 
irom ttie same source is being employed on the 
Russian front. ' 

The worit of The Salvation Army does not end 
here, however. After the ravaging of Belgium 
bi the Oernian hordes great numbers of Belgians 
lloelied to various places in Holland. Here reli- 
Bious and Social Institutions have been estab- 
lished where bread, milk, and clothing arc given 
to the needy; refugees. The 1,600 British soldiers 
and sailors interned in Holland also owe a debt 
of. deep gratitude to The Salvation Armv for 
llic puritnlic visits and services held in 'their 
places of internment. 

Those refugees who fled to England in the 
earlier stages of the UTir have received gcnorons 
treatment at the hands of this widespread Move- 
inent, and have every reason to be thankful for 
Ihcir warm and hearty reception.

The story of man's settlement 
upon tbe Mississippi is practically 
one long^ record of Stern fights 
aG:ains£ the forces of Nahire. Since 
1^/4 there Iiave been no fewer than 
fourteen disastrous floods in the 
Mississippi Valley, while' not a year 
jia^scj without one or more of its 
many tributaries overflowing their 
banks, causing widespread damage. 
TIic value of the property destroyed 
ia these floods runs into many mil- 
lions of dollars, ivhilc thouEiiTlds of^ 
vatuable lives have been lost. Fer- 
tile districts as large as Ireland, 
■where, cotton, sugar, and fruits were 
ijnder.,caUivat!on, have been sudden- 
ly swamped, and large lowns Inuu- 
Jatei-..-;. 

These misfortunes have not been 
solely due to the river merely rising 
io a great height, o%'crAowing^ its 
banks/and then gradually subsiding- 
into its tirieinal chatinef. That is 
too -conventional for the Mississippi, 
■which is nothtng^ if not originat.in its 
melhbas.: It has a disconcerting 
knack St times of suddenly cha%'tng 
its C0.tir5e,'with the result that jm- 
portartt towns, whose very existence 
dcfiends upon their trade with the 
river, suddenly find themselves 
stranded several miles inland

Sometimes this has llic effect of 
revtrsiug the ^ovr through the chan- 
nel for a mile or two, which means 
that dwellers uyoii its banks n-ake 
up one morning to find that Ihc 
river which had been riiniiiiig east 
past. their doors, now r-.iiis ^vcst. 

When wc remember tj.^t i!ic Mis- 
sissippi is one 01 ihc gri.-itest water- 
ways in the ^vortd, and ihiuk of ihe, 
numerous towns ujion ii> bankj, the 
fertile lands through wli^eh it tlow.*, 
and the large populatioi- concerned, 
the need of eslahlishing j5onic check 
upon the stream's behaviour will be 
Fcen to be of paramount importance. 
If wc include the llissoiii— for the 
^Mississippi and Missouri are virlilal- 
!y one stream — wc find t'lc river has 
a total length of four Ihjusand two 
hundred miles. It is five hundred 
miles longer than the Nile, and near- 
ly a thousand initts longer than the 
Amazon. 



On an average the Mississippi dis- 
charges about six hundred thousand 
cubic feet of water per second at ine 
mouth of the Red Ei'^"' ^^»''?.^,p<^"; 
ters if few miles above the Gulf ot 
Florida. To what extent the floiv is 
increased in flood time may be gaug- 
ed when it is slated that during the 
floods of 1913 the Mississippi dis- 
charge at the Red River was' two 
million three hundred thousand cu- 
bic feet per second! A cubic foot of 
water would fill al>out two good- 
sized pails, which means that_ every 
second over five million pails of 
water flowed past the mouth of the 

Red River. ^^ . . 

More cxtraorditijiry still is ttie im- 
mense quantity of sediment or sand 
brought down by the riven Careful 
tests have shown that it amounts to 
a carload bf sand every second, or, 
in six months, a quantity equal to 
the total excavations at Panama. 
This silt furnishes the river with 
plenty of material for its geographi- 
cal experiments, and it is coniinually 
creating sandl>ars and building new. 
banks, tothe confusion of navigat- 
ors and- pilots. 

Hitherto the work of controlHng 
the flood-waters of this mighty 
stream has been more or less left tG 
the siN States that directly border it, 
vet the great river brings down to 
the sea ihe surplus water of no 
iciver than ihirty-sis difTercnt States 
— draining two-fifths of the area of 
the United Sinlcs. Il is a far big- 
Kcr prOjiosition, in fact, than the 
Sinlcs directly coneerned can lacklc. 
Tliey liavc put np a brave fight for 
vearsj'biit it iS now reeogniaiid that 
the control of such a stream as the 
Mississippi, which drains .i country 
as large as an empire. i$ a national 
problem, and one wliich Only a na- 
tiuii;il Govtrnnient— and a wealthy 
One at that — can hope to satiiiacLor- 
i!y solve. It i! expected, therciore, 
tliat Ucforc long the task will be en- 
trusted to Colonel GocthaK ihe 
creator of the P.^nnma CanaE. How 
he ivould accomplish" the work no 
one Can say, but probably his eft'ons 
would take the form of increasing 
the heiRht of (lit present levees and 
streugtheniiiB and extending them, 
while 3ubsidiarv cliannels would he 
created here anil there to eoiurol ihc 
overflow, and hngc reservoirs form- 
ed bv the creciion of dams and 
flood-gates in the tributary rivers by 
means of which the surplus flood- 
waters could he held up and allowed 
to flow down the main stream as 
opportunity offered. 

Curiously cnougli, the greatest 
enemies of tiic levee are Ihc cray- 
fish and the nuiskrat. Both these 
pests attack the bank I'rom the river 
side, boring into the oarth, cither 
straight through, or perhaps tortu- 
ously. These holes spurt water di-
